Enforcement ot Lo IHT standing Claim 
Is About to Be Made, It Is 
Thought. 


St Thomas. D. NY. I., June ll.—The 
German cruiser Fa!Le sailed for La 
Guayra, Venezuela. Mouday, and the 
I German cruiser Gazelle sailed for the 
same port yesterday, tinder hurried 
order* from Berlin. 


Washington, June l l.—In the ab- 
8. u< e of any official advice* on the 
subject the officials here are in the 
dark as to the reasons for the hurried 
departure of German warships for Ven­ 
ezuela. as reported in the St. Thomas 
dispatch. 
Germany has a big claim against 
Venezuela—that of the Berlin Com­ 
pany of Discount for the non-perform­ 
ance of engagement* which the Vene-i 
zueian government has undertaken in 
j connection with the great Venezuelan 
railway built by the government. The 
claim approximates 6,00 '.OOO bolivars. 
I One Inference, and it is merely that, 
as there is no offi ial information on 
which to bate- the statement, is that 
Germany has Rent her vessels to La 
Guayra to enforce the payment of the 
claim, a* Venezuela bas not attempted 
to meet the obligation. 
The diplomatic correspondence of 
the state department shows that Ger­ 
many has considered the question of 
coercion in connection with the pay­ 
ment of the claim.

of the American government on the 
Monroe doctrine: 
" \ \e do not guar­ 
antee any state against punishment if 
It misconducts Itself, 
provided that 
punishment does not take the form of 
the acquisition of territory by any non- 
American power.”

This was more than McKain 
could stand. %He is not only wealthy 
but determined as well, so he bought 
in a1! eighteen farms extending for 
four miles on both sides of the river. 
Not only has he done this, hut he has 
interested oth< r land-owners In look­ 
ing after fish 
At a large expense he

of the finny tribe, but there are no 
more seining parties in the vicinity 
of his property. 
His first fishing tour

In the house Representative 
Watson has been actively advocating 
a bill similar in some respects to that 
introduced by Senator Fairbanks two 
or three years ago, providing against 
the admission of illiterate immigrants 
to the ports of the United States. 


President Gom pers’ Statement. 


In support of this bill Representative 
Watson introduced the other day a let­ 
ter from 
President Gompers of the 
American Federation of loibor, which 
clearly sets forth the reasons why leg­ 
islation of this character should be 
had. 
Mr. Gompers says; 
I have observed with much pleasure 
your activity in ihe cause of the regu 
lation of immigration, and in partlcu 
lar your introduction of a bill provid­ 
ing that no adult immigrant shall be 
admitted to our country till he has 
acquired the first rudiments of educa 
tion. 
It is for this reason that I now 
address you with regard to pending 
and prospective legislation. 
The organized workers of the coun­ 
try feel that the existing immigration 
laws, while not without their value, 
are of trifling effect compared with the 
needs and the just demands of Anteri 
can labor. 
I he elaborate bill reported to the 
house by the committee on immigra 
tion is for the most part a simple codi­ 
fication of the existing laws, and mod 
ides them only in some few details. 
I believe that the changes proposed 
are for the most part desirable. 
They 
are, however, compartlvely unimport­ 
ant. 
rf it is worth while to take up 
the question of immigration at all, it 
is worth while to introduce a genuine 
and effective regulation. 


Prosperity Endangered. 
J he strength of this country is in 
the intelligence and prosperity of our 
working people. 
But both the intellf 
gence and the prosperity of our work 
ing people are endangered by the pres 
ent immigration. 
Cheap labor, ignor 
ant labor, takes our jobs and cuts our 
wages. 
The fittest survive; that is. 
those that fit the conditions best. But 
it is the economically weak. not the 
economically strong, that fit the condi­ 
tions of the labor market. 
They fit 
best because they can be got to work 
cheapest. 
Women and children drive 
out men, unless law or labor organza 
finn stops it. 
In just the same way 
the Chinaman and others drive out 
the American, the German, the Irish­ 
man, 
Tho tariff keeps out cheap foreign 
goods. 
It is employers, not working 
men, that have goodB to sell. 
Work­ 
ingmen sell labor, and cheap labor is 
not kept out by the tariff. 
The pro­ 
tection that would directly help the 
workers 
Is 
protection 
against 
the 
cheap labor itself.
